An Early Sesiiion. 

Ministers and tueir hired organs 
may continue to sneer at the necessity 
for an early session and claim foi 
themselves the wisdom of alone under 
standiDg the "legislative needs" of the 
country ; but we shall be much mistak- 
en if matters do not, within the next 
few dajB, assume a shape so alarming 
that the Ministry will be compelled to 
call the representatives of the People 
to jother at a very early day. If there 
•WiiH ever a time in the history of Brit- 
ish Colunibifi when its affairs required 
a clear and honest mind at the head 
of its aQ'airs that time is now. The 
mistakes of the past throe years have 
pioved the incapacity or the ingrain- 
ed disboneaty of the men now holding 
office. From the day on which thoy 
spurned the wishes of the People and 
endeavored to iiltor the Termi of 
Union to the day when they broke off 
nugolialiona with the Canadian envoy ; 
and again, down to the very last ses- 
eiou when thoy denied that there had 
been any relaxation of the Terms of 
Union, their dourse has been one that 
ought (and will sooner or later) con 
sign them, one and all, to the depths 
of political infamy. When Mr. Mnc- 
konzio made overtures for a setclemout 
of the railway embroglio on terms be- 
ll«ived to be the outside limit of tbo 
fi laucial power of Canada to fultil, the 
overtures were spurned and the fultil- 
mjutof the ten year bond insiatud 
upon. After the Carnarvon Settlement 
Mr. Walkem and Mr. Beaven roue in 
the House a^>d declared that there luul 
been no settlement. Had they ac- 
knowledged that relaxation had taken 
place the House must have been dis- 
solved. To preserve their portfolios 
they uttered a deliberate untruth. Ob 
serve how ruinous in its oflVcts that 
untruth has proved. When the Es- 
quimalt-Nanaimo Bill came before the 
C*uadian Senate so that force and 
effect might be given to the Carnarvon 
Settlement, this denial of Messrs. 
Wulkem and Beaven wa» quoted by 
the Senators, who warned the Cana- 
dian Government that if they regard- 
ed the measure in the light of a settle 
meut of the misunderstanding the 
Columbians did not so consider it. 
Saii Senator Penny, "I hold in my 
ban i a copy of the Victoria organ of 
the Walkem Government, in which the 
Attorney-General and the Chief Com- 
misB oner are reported as saying that 
there has been no relaxation of the 
Terms of Union, if we pass thia Bill 
we shall find that the Western Pro 
vince will have caught us in a trap 
I shall therefore vote to throw out 
the Bill." And thrown out it was. 
V>'e pass on to the criminal act of the 
Government in borrowing money from 
Oanada at a time when prudence required 
tlmt we should hold onrRelves aloof 
from any 6utau>rlembnt with the Ot- 
tawa Goveruiiieut. The public wij 
bear lis out when w« assert that we 
have consistently opposed the finan- 
cial policy of the Local Government. 
We buw clearly that ruin must result 
from borrowing money of Canada at 
n time when she had failed to carry out 
the chief obligation assumed bj her 
under the Act of Union. Now, tlieu, 
what has been the lesult of this bor- 
rowing policy ? How stand our rela- 
tions with tho Fedt-ral GoTernineiit 
to-iluv ? Oil Ike one lauid ire /but our.i-lret 
several hunUred ihuii.sdnd doiliirs in deht 'o 
Oanada; and on the Other xps Jind Cnncoia 
demanding the acceptance of a propn.iitiun 
which, so far as we are at present Informed, 
menna the POdTPONEMEN T OP KAIL- 
WAY WORK FOR AN INUEFINITE 
PEHIOD. i'lio live (ju stidiiH now uri', 
Can tne Province raise hand uv fuot 
in its own defence? Has the Gov- 
ernment plunged it so deeply 
in (lel)l to Ci'nada that Canada may mjiko 
it its boiiHl of burtlu'ii — "it.s ox, it.i usm, 
its aiiylliing?" ThoHe nro (jui^stiuai 
which only tlio HouMe is C(iin(ji ti-iit to 
aOHwer.

It is iiocessury tlmt tlioy Hlionld 
boar with them tlio Holonni opiiiiun of llio 
British Columbiii Ucjuao on a (juuHtioii 
which may yet assume proportioua that 
will cause a disruption of the Dominiou. 
We again press on the GovernmeDt and — 
sbould thoy fail the country in this ex-

FALL TERM.

Tho Court assembled at 11 o'clock a.m. 
Tho attendance, owing to tho gratifying 
dmallnosH of the calendar, was small.

Tho other 
caso was that of anindictmentfor attempt 
ing to kill a sheep with tho intent to 
steal it. The attempt to do so was a sim- 
ple misdeamoanor, and the magistrate 
had the power to deal with the matter and 
send the olfundor to prison for months. 
Tho trrand jury, in considering the indiot- 
inoiil, nuiBt 1)0 Hutislied that ho had tho 
intoutiou to kill and .steal r.t tho tiiui.'. 

Ilia Lordship coiitiiiued — T'horc .iro du- 
ties to which tho attention o f the Ciraiid 
Jury may projierly bo directed. Circiim- 
staucoa of a most painful character bavo 
lately occurred, casting a gloom over tho 
whole oommunitj. I allude to the loss of 

tho steamer Pacific. Perhaps, no vessel 

Roper, J. Lind-|jfover left any port— certainly not thin jifirt 
' • lJ^,f^,l■,, — with a more varied or iiiore valu- 

ed living freight than did this steamer on 
liio 1th of Novcinlicr. Starling fur .San 
iFraucisco at the close of the working soa- 
won, when mauy of tho industrien of the 
Province cease for a time, she had an un 
Visually large number of pussenifers niak- 
jing, with the offioers and crew, as is tho 
'jjui)lic impression, upwards of 300 human 
■lieings — iomo on business, S(.)mo for rest; 
^nd some for jileasure. Mimu's with tho 
gold th(!y had toiled for at C;issiar, rail- 
WRy lueii with tho result of their .lunmier's 
work, strangers and visitor.s who li.id been 
soj(jiiruing iu this oily, passengers from 
tho neighbouring cities on tho Sound, 
bankers and merofaants, who had won the 
ri^spoct and esteem of this community iu 
w-hiob they lived; others, again, who Ijad 
(thrown their ournings together, and with 
their families were seeking other homo.^. 
Hustiands and wives with their little 
children; sons r:^turning after years of ab- 
sence ouoo uioro to tbo homes of their 
boj'booil, to cheor their aged parents' 
olosing days; others, again, young and 
beautiful— just bursting on woman's ripe- 
ning years, full uf joyous life and radiant 
hopo. Hardly a class or description of 
p'^raons — har(lly an mtcu'est or perioil of 
life, was not there, under a senso of per- 
fect security, free from all thoughts of 
danger. In an instant all were plunged iu 
one common ruin, and now day by day 
their corpses come lloatiug to our shores 
the silent witnesses of a great crime. A 
groat crime — net merely a disaitor — not 
merely a careless accident — but a gross 
and inexcusable neglect of duty, as well 
aA a violatio.1 of those rules which the 
laws alike of the sea aud of tho land lay 
down for the safety and preservation of 
human life. 

On a comparatively oalm and slear 
night, without reason, and, so far as we 
can judge, without excusable cause, on 
the uight of the day she left port, after 
what from all accounts would be called a 
slight collision, the stoamer goos down. 
Xot a b(jat lloats, not a liand is stretched 
out to save. The colliding veisel pas.ses 
on her oOurso, and the sea closes forever 
over those we valued as oitiaeus and 
friends. 

It is not for the Court or Grand Jury 

to Rormouizo on this occasion. I, how- 
«vcr, but give utteranoo to y<jiir feelings 
as well U3 iny own when I express tho 
hopo that, without roferouce fo creed or 
chur<di, without referonco to the faults 
or follies or errors oT their jiast lives, one 
and all of those poor sufl'orors luny iu 
their last momenta have found favor with 
that Great Being whoso all seeing Eye 
roads tho hearts of men, and whose pow- 
er punishes and pardons but to pavo. 

What, then, i.s our duty on tiiis occa- 
sion? Wliat for me to suggest? Wliai 
for you to (hi? It is not to pronounce 
who is to blame immediately for this great 
cruno. No person is charged before you, 
and which ])arty was thfi direct and im- 
mediate cause of this loss of human life, 
may yet have to bo determined in a legal 
and proper way before some tribunal. Xo 
mail I'un ho cuiidemned unheard. The 
(Joroiier's liKjiic-^t iianios no Jiarty. T'he 
criminal calendar laid before tho Court 
has no charge against any person. There 
is no indictment upon which wilnesaos 
may be sent before you, yet everybody 
knows there has been a great wrong. The 
offense and the parties are at present alike 
beyond our jurisdictio i. Both vesH(d.s 
belonged to another nat'ou; their ownor.s 
are responsible to the laws ami the courts 
of their own country; but they trade with 
ours, anil if we cannot just now Iroui I'ir- 
oumstancea imniah for wnat has occurretl, 
we can consider how Kucb nn occurrence 
may be prevented for tho fiuuro. It is 
for you gravely to reflect over this matter, 
not with febliags of vengeance for what 
is past, but of care and precaution for tbo 
futnr<>, using the past simply aH a guide 
to warr.iiit you r conclusions. The ruli' 
of tho sea aa of the road suiUcieiitly points 
out how such collisions should be avoid 
od, ajd thofio who disregard that rule 
must take tha consequences. Tho loss of 
the material woulth on this occaaion, and 
that was great, I bavo heard it oatimatod 
at b>.-t\vccn H i,i 100 ami .^;5O0,000in gi)l<l, 
apart from v(.n:iiil.s aud CiVr;^oes is as no- 
thing coiiipiu-od to tho los.s of human iifo. 
Leaving the question of property alono 
what can wo do to save human life ? 
Every one knows of the agitation, which 
for some time past, has been going on in 
England with referonco to the seaworthi- 
ness of sea-going vessels, an agitation 
which will mako the nanio of Pliinsoll 
hereafter to rank beside that of Wilber- 
forco. Wo kno w to some oxtent the pro- 
vi.rious of the Passuiigor Act in England; 
but at prosout wo havo no sullloiout power 
in tliis l'ro\inco with reference to passen- 
ger vessels sailing from this port to ports 
beyond its territorial limits, or to thd 
vessels of other ooantries. Any legisla- 
tion on tha subject must bo by the Do- 
minion Parliainenf ; and, jiorhaps, so fnr 
as foreign vosBolfi are ooncernud, may 
havo to be tho subject of international ar- 
rangement. Woald it not ba possible to 
malM it tht daty of wn% of tht Domlaiou 



ofBcers at this port, either conncctod with 
tho Pilot Board, or Marino and 
Fishorius, or Customs, or Post Of- 
fice, to oxamino and report at 
short periods upon the state and condi- 
tion of every i)nsHf)iiger vessel sailingont 
of this port, tho Ktat(( of hor boats, facili- 
ties for launching, strength of conutruo- 
tion, seawiu-lbiness, etc. And to provide 
that without bis cortificato tho voBsol 
s'lall not clear at tho Cujtoiu House, aud 
make it felouy if such officer reports false- 
ly. It will not do to cramp trade or 
commerce; but reasonable precaution 
should be taken to make the oonsequence 
of collisions or accidents as little diaas- 
tious aa po.ssiblo. Travellers and busi- 
nos.s men luivo no timo to stop and en- 
quire into all these things. They assume 
tiie law of tho laud makes proper provi- 
Bions, and discover only too latothat thoy 
have gone to sea in a floating coiliu in- 
stead of a seaworthy vessel. There may 
be some protection in the case of foreign 
vessels under oontract with tho Post Ofli- 
co for carrying' the in.ails, etc., 
but clearly none with reforeuco to 
other foreign sliiji.i. But tho duty 
of tho Grand Jury on tho presiont 
occasion doe.s not end hero. At present 
there are in fori'ii in this Province several 
impart uit Acta touoliing this quostiou. 
Tho 3l8t Vio. O. Gj., (A. D. ISilS.) "An 
Act respecting the inspection of atoam- 
boats, and for the greater safety of pas- 
sengers by them." This Act is confined 
to steamers navig.itiiig Canadian waters, 
or owned or rcgihtpred in th(j Dominion 
of C.inailft,und (liipiutiiig from or arriving 
nt ;iiiy jiort or iilace in tho Dominion of 
Canada. It lias heen amended by two 
Hutisc(| ucnt .-Vets, the .'i;2d and H^rd Vio. 
C. .')'.', passed iu the subaequout year 1809 
and a still later Act passed in 1874 C/. 30. 
These Acts provide for atborough inspec- 
tion of steamboats, their machinery, boats 
and gi'ii^ral urrangeniiMits for safety, for 
I lie a|)])ointmont of an inspector, liis 
ilualihiMtion and an annual iLspectiou, 
and th(> liling of iho oortilicato of in3j)ec- 
lion wilii the Colli'ctor of Cuiiloins, etc. 
In view of tho great calniiiity which has 
fallen un this community, and our incom- 
petency to deal with the wrong, owing to 
tho foreign character of the vessels and 
tho absence of tlie owners from our juris- 
diction, might it not bo ns well tj see if 
our own house is set in order? Whether 
tho wise laws wo havo with reference to our 
own internal waters aro carried out. 1 have 
heard it said, h(jw true I know not, that 
there aro biiata navigating our own 
waters which are utterly unsafe — which 
are run iu entire disregard of the laws 
referred to, and some of which have not 
been inspiieted for years. Would it not 
bo as woU for tho Grand Jury to onquifo 
into these iuatt<!rs from tho Collector of 
tJustoins and (jther Dominion oflloors, 
who havo them in charge? lufinisiior- 
ial eiamiuutious beneath outwardly 
smooth surfaces aro not popular; but the 
Grand J,ury possess an element of power 
in the fact that tbeir movements as a 
body are in the direction of the public 
intereslH. There ia another Act which is 
not, tliough it might well be, in force in 
this Province — the 32 and 33 Yict.. c. 38, 
"An Act Ues])('ctiug Inquiries and Inves- 
tigations into Sliipwrooks aud other mat- 
ters." It was not extended to British 
Columbia whon the next following Act 
respecting the Inspection of Steamboats 
was, nor has it bean since. The facts in 
the caso of the Pacilio aro before tho 
public. They have heaii pr'"Ounced upon 
by tho Coroner's Jury. Any recommen- 
dation you may m.^ke, or any present- 
ment you may otler, should your enquir- 
ies with reference to tho navigation of 
our internal waters lead you to make 
one, will racoive every attention from tho 
Court and be duly transmitted to the 
Local Oovernmout. Tho Local Legisla- 
ture will probably soon meet; the ques- 
tion will doii I il loss then 0(51110 up, and 
rccoiniucnilatioiis or sugg(l^ltion3 from 
the Legislature and public bodies of tho 
Province on this painful subject will un- 
questionably receive from tho Dominion 
Govoriiirent and Parliament the greatest 
consideration. I would suggest your 
thinking this well ever, adjourning (// (He. 
in <li''ui as you may deem most conveni- 
ent , einliody your conclusions in a well 
digested prosen t ineiit . and you may rest 
assuied tiio Court will do all it can to 
give vitality to your wi.ahes. If ever a 
calamity has fallen on a community 
which it is the duty of every man in 
the country to see does not occur again, 
that calamity has fallon on this city. It 
is not the hoartbve.iking misery caused 
bv this awful n<'currPiico to wlii(di I re- 
f(!r, but to the gro.sa, tho inexcusable ab- 
.fi'iice of the =<iiu|)h'.it nieauB for tho sav- 
ing of life which marked the .lad event, 
'rho Grand .fury hero retired. 
The Grand Jury having returned, the 
Foreman .Mr. Stalilscliiiiidt reported that 
they had found a true l)ill against John, 
an Indian, of attiMnjiting to kill h sheep 
the property of Wm. I'raser Tolinio. 

The [•'oreman also stalinl that tho jury 
wished to eiauiino three witnesses at 10 
o'clock a.m. on Friday next the 3rd of Do- 
mber, respecting the condition of the 
steamships now running t^and from tliis 
city. In answer to Hitf Lordship the 
Foreman stated tliat the Witnesses referr- 
ed towei-o Met-srs. Ilaniley, Cooper and 
Wi'Htgarth. 

His Lordslii|) then ordered tho wituoesos 
to 1)0 suniiiioni'd, and signillcd his wil- 
lingness to fuitlu.T the wishes of tho jury 
by suuiiuouiug additional witnesses if 
necessary.

In answer to a question of His Lord- 
ship Mr. McOreigbt said that aa the caso 
of tho (Juoon vs. John, an Indian, was tho 
only cniniual caso (Ui the docket he 
should like to proceed with it at once.

certain deposition woro taken before him 
ou tho 2nd of October, charging tho said 
John with having attempted to kill and 
steal the shee^, and after being duly cau- 
tioned the prisoner was asked by tho 
sworn intorprotflr what ho had to .say to 
the ohargo uud ho replied that ho had at- 
tempted to take tho sheep because ho had 
nothing to oat. 

Chas. Swausou, o lad of 15, sworu as 
interpreter and tho prisoner who was 
undofondod was offered through him a 
chance of cross examining the witness or 
making any explanation to tho jurv. His 
Lordsbii) who showed throughout' a de- 
termination to give tho prisonor ovory 
ohanco thou dolivorod tho case to tho 
to tho jury, who retired for a few mo- 
ments and on retarning brought in a 
verdict of guilty of killing tho sheep with 
intent to steal the same, and prisoner was 
sentenced to C months' imprisonment 
with hard labor.
